Goshen  High  School  the  past  four  years  has  ranen  on  many 
changes  and  has  provided  many  new  and  different  experi- 
ences for  its  students,  faculty,  and  community.

The 
Crimson  focused  on  people  and  people  relationships  in  their 
many  expanded  activities  that  GHS  provided. 

This  year  the  Crimson  staff  selected  "Stepping  Into 
Change"  because  it  was  the  year  the  7  million  dollar  renova- 
tion began  in  the  spring.  Prior  to  renovation,  other  changes 
took  place.  The  school  served  as  a  host  to  ex-president  Gerald 
Ford  and  to  l^edowlark  Lemon  and  his  Globetrotters;  experi- 
enced the  worst  winter  storm  in  the  history  of  the  state  and 
midwest  which  saw  students  out  of  school  for  over  one  week; 
recognized  the  first  GHS  individual  state  champion  in 
modern-day  history  with  Dave  Ediund  winning  the  185-pound 
championship;  witnessed  the  school's  first  "Blood  Day";  and 
saw  the  continuing  theme  of  "to  do  your  best"  from  the  staff. 

We  hope  you  enjoy  this,  the  "77-"78  edition  of  the  Crimson. 
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Tradition  overruled  campus  enthusiasm  as  GHS 
students  prepared  for  Homecoming  Week  activities. 

Sparse  numbers  of  student  body  and  faculty  mem- 
bers participated  in  the  designated  dress-up  days. 
'Farmers  Day"  drew  little  involvement,  but  "Big  Red 
Day"  captured  a  majority  of  the  school's  students  and 
teachers. 

Convocations  and  student  pictures  formed  class 
schedule  interruptions  throughout  the  week.  Sopho- 
mores and  juniors  took  time  out  from  their  books  and 
filed  through  the  auditorium  and  had  their  class  picture 
taken. 

Fall  sports  athletes  and  the  GHS  Thespians  staged 
theatrical  presentations  as  convocations  for  Homecom- 
ing Week. 

Attempting  to  arouse  more  interest  in  the  students  to 
get  involved  in  different  organizations  and  clubs  at  GHS, 
Thespians  performed  skits  to  illustrate  available  clubr 
and  organizations  offered. 

Various  varsity  sports  participants  comically  tried  to 
display  the  humorous  side  of  their  sports.  Cheers, 
songs,  and  favorite  exercises  were  part  of  the  perfor- 
mance. 

Senior  Larry  Holston  was  presented  with  the  Silver 
Elbow  Award  in  cross-country,  and  girls'  swim 
team"freestylers"  unveiled  the  swimming  arsenal  of 
"back  balloons"  to  aid  them  in  their  meets. 

Election  procedures  forthe  homecoming  queen  had  a 
new  twist  this  year  as  the  number  of  candidates  was 
extended  from  three  to  five,  and  pre-selection  qualifica- 
tions were  greatly  altered. 

Queen  nominees  consisted  of  seniors  Angie  Beer, 
Mary  Dubinin,  Natalie  Lambright,  Kay  Myers,  Cindy 
Weeden,  with  junior  Terri  Brandt  and  sophomore  Linda 
Leichty  as  attendants  to  the  queens'  court. 

Students  and  queen  candidates  voiced  their  dissatis- 
faction toward  the  idea  of  dumping  the  traditional  pro- 
cedure of  each  nominee  being  escorted  in  front  of  the 
student  body  by  senior  boys,  and  replacing  it  with  an 
informal  attire  also  drew  an  unfavorable  response. 

The  week-long  fund-raising  contest  between  the 
three  classes  and  faculty  ended  as  the  sophomores 
emerged  victorious.  Sophomore  class  president  Craig 
Kercher  had  the  honor  of  throwing  the  dummy  into  the 
bonfire  at  the  celebration  preceding  the  homecoming 
game  against  Bremen. 

Activities  which  led  up  to  the  Homecoming  game 
concluded  as  Mary  Dubinin  was  crowned  queen  during 
half-time  ceremonies.  Senior  flanker  Jerry  Riley  pre- 
sented Miss  Dubinin  with  her  crown  while  senior  back 
Jay  Lantzer  followed  with  a  bouquet  of  flowers.  Senior 
linebacker  Rick  Hamsher  was  selected  to  give  a  winning 
kiss  to  the  newly-crowned  queen. 

The  victory  over  Bremen  was  greatly  celebrated  at  the 
dance  following  the  game.

Outstanding  participation  shined  throughout  au- 
dtions  for  this  year's  fall  play  "You  Can't  Take  It 
With  You" ,  as  54  students  competed  for  oneiof  the 
19  parts  available. 

GHS  students  had  their  heads  examined,  not  by 
a  psychiatrist,  but  by  the  school's  nurse,  Nelda 
Miller.  The  entire  student  body  was  inspected  for 
lice  as  a  health  precaution.  Students  filed  by  Miss 
Miller  and  quickly  had  their  scalps  checked 
thoroughly,  without  one  lock  of  hair  being  dam- 
aged.

Abraham  Lincoln  was  a  young  man  of  twenty-three. 

Wagons  and  waterways  enabled  early  settlers  to 
journey  to  the  developing  west. 

It  was  a  mere  56  years  since  the  Declaration  of 
Independence  signings  when  a  log  building  in  north- 
ernmost Indiana  was  formed  into  Goshen  High  School. 

The  year  was  1 832 ,  a  year  which  saw  exploration  and 
settlement  of  what  is  now  the  Midwest  of  the  United 
States.  Indiana  had  only  been  a  state  itself  since  1816. 

Since  then,  alot  has  happened  in  Redskin  country, 
particularly  the  structure  of  the  building,  over  the  last 
146  years. 

Prior  to  the  American  Civil  War,  a  new  building  was 
built  on  the  grounds  of  what  is  now  the  corner  of  Fifth 
and  Jefferson  streets.  Another  had  been  constructed 
after  the  war,  but  the  structure  was  destroyed  by  fire 
during  the  winter  of  1875. 

Relocated  on  East  Madison  Street,  a  new  building 
took  form.  The  finished  product  consisted  of  ten  clas- 
srooms and  an  office  for  the  school  superintendent. 

As  an  example  of  the  expertise  of  constructing  build- 
ings, or  possibly  the  lack  of  quality  in  those  buildings, 
the  new  structure  was  completed  in  time  for  classes  to 
resume  the  following  fall,  at  a  cost  of  only  $20,000. 

Central  School  (GHS's  name  until  1904)  was  again 
situated  back  to  the  corner  of  Fifth  and  Jefferson  for  the 
beginning  of  the  1904  school  year. 

Continuous  relocating  of  the  school's  ground  came 
to  an  end  in  1923  when  Goshen  High  School  was 
designated  a  17  acre  lot  where  the  present  campus  is 
now  situated.  At  the  time,GHS  had  the  largest  property 
grounds  in  the  state. 

Facilities  for  football,  baseball,  and  track,  plus  the 
addition  of  an  auditorium  and  gymnasium  raised  the 
cost  of  this  expanded  project  to  $40,000. 

By  1960,  a  library,  cafeteria,  swimming  pool,  and 
shop  buildingwere  provided.  Basketball  players,  as  well 
as  other  athletes,  were  privileged  to  participate  in  a 
bigger  and  more  useful  gymnasium  that  was  also  con- 
structed. 

Bringing  Goshen  High  School  up  to  state  school 
safety  regulations  headed  a  list  of  reasons  for  remodel- 
ing the  structure. 

After  several  months  of  deliberating  on  a  set  price  for 
the  project,  rennovation  began  as  students  departed  for 
Spring  vacation. 

Demolition  started  in  the  east  wing  of  the  third  floor 
as  wails  separating  the  old  classrooms  were  knocked 
out,  which  will  make  way  for  the  new,  expanded  rooms 
which  are  forthcoming.  All  the  girl's  restrooms  were 
also  designated  as  targets  for  early  remodeling.

Complaints  aired  in  the  school  paper,  The  To- 
mahawk, explained  of  the  band  members  inconveni- 
ences during  the  lunch  hour,  due  to  noon  marching 
practice. 

Students  felt  they  should  be  shown  more  courtesy  by 
the  band  director  by  allowing  them  time  to  eat  a  decent 
meal  and  attend  their  sixth  hour  class  on  time. 

Sophomores  and  juniors  ordered  their  class  rings 
and  received  their  class  pictures.  Many  students  spent 
the  week  exchanging  pictures  among  their  friends. 

The  yearbook.  The  Crimson,  went  on  sale  for  $8.00 
for  the  first  time.  Confusion  resulted  due  to  the  yet-to- 
be-delivered  76-77  yearbook. 

Opinions  voiced  in  first  hour  home  rooms  concerned 
the  different  improvements  that  could  be  made  for  next 
year's  homecoming,  as  Speech  Club  met  to  organize  for 
its  first  NFL  meet. 

GHS  girls'  varsity  volleyball  team  netted  victories 
over  Fairfield  and  Concord,  while  the  JV  golf  team  ended 
(heir  season  on  a  winning  note. 

The  boys'  tennis  squad  hung  up  their  rackets  for  the 
season.  The  team  failed  to  place  in  the  boys'  tennis 
sectional.

Expansion  of  extra-curricular  activities  to  competitive 
sports  has  captured  the  interest  of  many  students. 

As  fall  sports  athletes  were  finishing  up  their  seasons 
and  cleaning  out  their  lockers,  winter  sports  athletes 
were  eagerly  awaiting  to  move  in  and  begin  preparation 
for  competition. 

Improving  on  a  1-6  record  the  previous  season,  the 
girls'  varsity  golf  team  upped  its'  record  to  6-4  and  went 
on  to  win  the  girls'  golf  sectional.  Senior  Dawn  Edwards 
paced  the  squad  by  placing  third  overall  in  competition 
held  in  Fort  Wayne.  Edwards  qualified  for  regional  play 
but  failed  to  advance  any  further. 

The  girls'  swim  team  started  off  with  a  splash  by 
defeating  Mishawaka  Marian  in  it's  opening  meet  of  the 
season.  The  'Skins  followed  with  victories  over 
Plymouth,  South  Bend  Riley,  and  Tippecanoe  Valley. 
Practice  began  for  the  boys'  swim  team  in  preparation 
for  it's  season  opener  against  Mishawaka  Marian. 

Three  enregetic,  athletic  females  set  a  precedent  at 
GHS  by  becoming  tte  first  girls  to  participate  on  the 
cross-country  team.  Seniors  Mary  Dubinin  and 
Elizabeth  Burns,  plus  sophomore  Nancy  Troy  used 
cross-country  as  a  conditioner  for  girls'  track  in  the 
spring. 

Boys'  varasity  tracksters  ended  their  regular  season 
by  tying  with  Mishawaka  Marian  and  a  loss  to  Lakeland. 
GHS  went  on  to  finish  ninth  in  the  Elkhart  Sectional  with 
senior  Larry  Holston  advancing  to  the  regional  and 
placing  29th  in  the  mile-run. 

After  the  varsity  football  team  defeated  East  Noble 
the  Redskins  dropped  two  important  contests  to 
Plymouth  and  South  Bend  Clay.  The  JV  squad  trampled 
Rochester  26-8  and  lost  to  Plymouth  30-14,  making  it  a 
clean  sweep  for  the  Rockies. 

Biology  students  students  made  their  annual  trip  to 
Ox  Bow  Tark  to  study,  identify,  and  take  samples,  plus 
list  plants,  animals,  and  inanimate  objects  found  in  a  10 
by  1 0  meter  square.  Students  who  made  the  trip  valued 
the  experience. 

The  wonders  of  Japanese  art  were  viewed  by  mem- 
bers of  the  GHS  art  club  during  it's  trip  to  the  Chicagc 
Museum  of  Art.  The  group  also  took  time  to  shop  at 
some  of  the  unique  shops  in  Chicago  before  returning 
home. 

Though  there  was  a  lack  of  snow  on  the  ground,  the 
GHS  ski  club  met  to  organize  it's  first  trip  to  Swiss  Valley 
in  Jones,  Michigan,  when  the  "white-stuff "  flourished. 

The  Snake  Dance  and  bonfire  that  annually  precedes 
the  homecoming  game  was  rescheduled  due  to  incle- 
ment weather.  Celebrations  which  were  to  take  place 
before  the  Bremen  game  were  postponed  until  the 
Plymouth  contest,  as  the  $136.00  spirit  dummy  was 
finally  tossed  into  the  flames. 

The  GHS  adult  booster  club  brought  in  the  world- 
famous  Harlem  Globetrotters  to  perform  their  basket- 
ball wizardry  before  the  Goshen  community  audience. 
The  fund-raising  event  benefited  the  GHS  athletic  prog- 
ram.

Snow,  snow,  snow,  that  fluffy,  wet,  white  stuff  that 
Bvepyone  iikes  to  see  fall  gently  to  the  ground  on 
Christmas  morning,  turned  into  a  massive,  violent  dis- 
aster for  much  of  the  Midwest,  and  in  particular  North- 
ern Indiana  and  Goshen  residents.  It  was  called  called 
"The  Blizzard  of  78"  by  those  involved. 

1 7  inches  of  snow  fell  during  a  three-day  stretch  from 
Wednesday,  January  26  to  Friday,  January  28  which 
saw  all  roads  closed,  and  all  businesses  and  factories 
shut  down.  Families  in  homes  were  stranded  indoors 
with  the  blowing  and  drifting  snow  piling  up  four  and 
five  feet  high  in  many  places.  14  inches  of  that  snow  fell 
during  a  24-hour  span  which  broke  the  mark  of  11.4 
inches  set  back  in  1929. 

The  snow  and  high  winds  subsided  Saturday, 
January  29  and  Saturday,  January  30  and  clean-up 
operations  began.  City  and  county  snow  removal  de- 
partments fired  up  their  trucks'  engines  started  clearing 
major  highways  and  thoroughfares. 

Trucks  with  large,  heavy-duty  blades  were  no  match 
for  the  hard-packed  snow  and  ice  and  the  city  and , 
county  departments  were  forced  to  hire  private 
businesses  equipped  with  payloaders.  The  powerful 
machines  with  large  shovels  were  enough  to  make  the 
initial  cuts,  while  city  and  county  trucks  followed  to 
make  those  cuts  wider. 

By  Wednesday,  February  3,  all  roads  had  been  suffi- 
ciently opened  for  at  least  one-way  traffic.  Many  school 
systems  decided  to  re-open  while  others  waited  out  the 
rest  of  the  week  and  opened  up  the  following  Monday. 

The  Goshen  News  was  unable  to  print  for  two  days, 
local  stores  reported  total  sell-outs  in  snow  shovels  and 
farm  scoops,  area  dairy  farmers  dumped  thousand  of 
gallons  of  milk  on  the  ground  since  milk  trucks  could 
not  reach  the  farms.  Nearly  all  local  churches  were 
closed,  and  roofs  collapsed  at  Hendershbot  Chevrolet 
and  at  Westside  Furniture  warehouses. 

Cross-country  skiiers  and  snowmobiles  were  the 
only  people  who  seemed  to  make  good  with  the  condi- 
tions as  the  fun-goers  enjoyed  the  holiday  and  were 
seen  all  over  Goshen. 

The  end  result  was  that  a  total  of  36.6  inches  of  snow 
fell  in  January  compared  to  the  yearly  average  of  6.5 
inches  in  January  of  1929. 


Sights  like  these  were  very  familiar  to  Goshen  during  the  harsh  winter.  1)Snow 
was  drifted  and  piled  along  the  county  roads.  2)A  picturesque  blanket  covered 
the  GHS  grounds.

Activities  Entangled  Students 


Fresh  ideas,  new  activities,  and  intriguing 
experiences  are  always  main  concerns  for 
those  people  setting  up  the  school  year 
schedule,  but  for  unknown  reasons,  GHS  has 
lacked  in  all  three  points  the  last  few  years. 

Student  Council  took  a  healthy  step  in  the 
right  direction  this  year  by  collaborating  with 
the  American  Red  Cross  in  staging  the  first  ever 
"Blood  Dono  Day." 

By  establishing  the  donation  center  in  the 
gym,  the  Red  Cross  received  78  pints  of  the 
life-sustaining  fluid  that  they  probably  wouldn't 
have  gotten  by  setting  up  in  another  area  of 
town.  GHS  students  and  faculty  members 
chipped  in  for  those  78  pints,  with  most  of  them 
being  "taken"  for  the  first  time. 

Prior  to  any  blood  withdrawal,  donors  were 
required  to  pass  a  make-shift  physical  to  be 
considered  eligible  to  give  blood.  Donors  had 
their  weight,  blood  type,  and  blood  pressure 
checked  thoroughly  during  the  examination.  A 
complete  run  through  of  each  individual's  past 
medical  record  were  covered. 

Patients  passing  the  pre-test  were  taken  to  a 
donor  station,  While  lying  flat  on  their  backs 
and  staring  up  at  the  rafters  of  the  gymnasium, 
donors  calmly  waited  as  a  nurse  pre-treated  the 
arm  with  which  blood  would  be  taken.  In  a 
smooth,  easy  step,  the  nurse  palced  the  needle 
in  the  donor's  arm  for  approximately  10  mi- 
nutes.
